Dr.  Thompson,  one  of  the  nations  leading  ethnie  sociologists,  has  provided  not  only 
for  Dillard,  but  for  countless  other  Black  Colleges,  one  of  the  most  contemporary 
appraisals  of  their  présent  situation.  In  his  most  recent  book,  Private  Black  Colleges  at 
the  Cross  Roads,  he  discusses  the  urgent  need  for  private  Black  Colleges  to  make  revolu- 
tionary  changes  in  order  to  give  the  progress  of  American  Blacks  further  impetus.  Most 
importantly,  however,  he  insists  on  the  necessity  of  private  Black  colleges  continuing. 

The  contributions  Dr.  Thompson  has  made  to  the  Black  community  extend  beyond  the 
field  of  éducation;  he  has  also  written  other  books  dealing  with  Black  leadership,  and  the 
Black  middle  class.  He  has  published  many  articles  concerning  the  sociology  of  the  Black 
expérience,  and  is  frequently  quoted  in  such  prominent  publications  as  the  New  York 
Times  and  the  Times  Magazine. 

Dr.  Thompson  s  degrees  include  an  A. B.  from  Clark  College,  A  B.C.  from  Gammon 
Theological  Seminary,  an  M.A.  from  Atlanta  University,  an  A.M.  from  Harvard,  and  his 
Ph.D.  from  Columbia  University.  He  is  currently  the  Vice  President  of  Academie  Affairs 
at  Dillard.

A  Message  From  the  Student  Union  President 


The  word  challenge  has  many  meanings.  The  most  appropriate  one  used;  in  this  context,  is  an 
invitation  into  compétition.  This  is  one  of  the  many  reasons  we  are  here.  We  are  preparing  for 
compétition  that  exists  today  and  will  be  more  pronounced  tomorrow.  Tomorrow  will  not  be  the 
same  spatial  entity  for  ail  of  us.  For  some  of  us  it  will  be  sooner;  for  others  it  will  be  later.  How- 
ever,  ail  of  us  plan  for  a  tomorrow,  and  should  ail  be  prepared. 

How  do  we  go  about  this?  There  is  no  standard  procedure,  for  each  of  us  are  travelling  by 
different  roads  to  reach  the  same  destination.  The  road  we  take  is  dépendent  upon  what  compé¬ 
tition  we  plan  to  engage  in.  However,  for  whatever  compétition  it  will  be,  we  plan  to  be  pre¬ 
pared. 

Préparation  is  the  key  to  meeting  tomorrow's  challenge.  The  time  for  préparation  is  today. 
That  is  what  gives  today  its  spécial  importance.  Today  is  what  we're  ail  about,  for  it  is  today 
when  the  hardest  work  is  being  done.  The  préparation  for  any  compétition  is  usually  harder  than 
the  actual  compétition.  This  is  true  because  it  is  the  préparation  which  usually  décidés  the  com¬ 
pétition.
